ſince obſerve) the only Kingdom of Genery in the World, withour mixture of Slaves, all Incellizeat 
of, and touched as Gentlemen in ocher Countries with, and ready to afliſt with their Perſor.s and 
E(taces in all publick Extremities. 

Sir Rowland Stanly a>out ewo years fince about Lady day, 1677. held a like Diſcourſ:, concerning 
the Dake of Tork and Monmoath, with Mr. Becker, by which it appears, this pretence ct their Maſ- 
facre oy univer{ully laid, how little ſocver jt may be believed or confidered by ſome concerned, ta 
lull us alleep.

OT ER told Greene, that it would be the latter end of next Summer, before they ſhould ef- 
fect their Dengn, Then Green asked Boyer, why it ſhould be delayed fo long, ſeeing you were 
ready to execute the ſame immediately upon the receipt of your Latell gence ? ro which he anſwered, 
That it that Advantage or Opportunity had fell or happened into our hands, we would have made 
the beſt Advantage we c2uid have done of the Kings D-ath, bur by that rime we ſhall be in a {.th- 
cient Order tv ettc& our D-lign ; * and to:d me alfo, that all the Papitts Univerſaily, were engaged 


* Which was the Kings being diiþatched or killed by tht Papiſts , for Mr, Dugdale ſaith, 
in the Tryal of Whitebread, Harcourt ard the reſt, that two years vefore the ſud Tryal which 
was about the time of th:ſe Diſc:urſes of Green and Boyer) he heard it Diſcourſed for the

Parſons: that he ſaw Mr. Turner, when he was going to his Brother Turner it Noctingham- 
ſhire, with Mr. Evers, Mr. Lewf n 4nd others, and they did conſult and agree there in his 
bearing, about (onſpiring the Death of the King, Introducing Popery, &c. That he ſay and 
received ſeveral Packets of Letters from ſ. varal Perſons ; ir Seas, which were by Mr. 
Harcourts /»ſtrnttion, and communicated by Grove to Mr. Ewers, which Leiters did contain 
matters in them, for th: Introducing of Popery, and Killing and Deſtroying the King, He 
likewiſe mtercepted 1nd read a Hunared Letters, given under Mr. Harcourts own Hand to 
the ſame purpiſc, That Mr. Gavan nſed ſeveral Arguments to prove the Lawfu!nefs of, and 
ſhewed him ſeveral Examples for King-killing. Nay, for the vg of any to [niradice 
their own Religion : be end:avonred to prove it by Scripture, the Text Mr. DugdGale could 
wot Call to mind, but it was to ſhew, how it was lawful and good to deſtroy any, for the ad- 
vantaze of their Religion : ſhewing the Example of Father Garnet, how, by ſeveral of his 
Relicks beyond Sea, great Miracles had been done, Ard in the Tryai of Langhorne, <2 
ſaith, he was 1 moſt of their Conſultations for the Murder of the King, that he heard the 
very words uſed, was bired to be an eAttor in it , was to have 4a ſumm of Meuney and 
4 place appointed him to do it : and that the Perſons who put him pon it, was Mr. Ewers, ' 
Gavan, Lewſon, Vavaſſer ; who were al Feſuirs. The Sum promiſed by Lord Stattard, and 
confeſſed by Lord Aſtoa, was 500 I, advance mony, and farther Reward, Preferment, &C.

$ ow in my firſt Diſcourſe with Mr. Boyer, which was preſently after the Prorogation of the 
Parliament, in thelatrer end of the year 74. in which, as in all the reſt of his Diſcourſe, the ſaid 
Thomas Boyer ſaid, What faith Mr. Rawnel (which was their Pricft, as he himſelf declared him fo to 
be) rhe King did but jeer the Parliament, when at his Prorogation of them, He gave them Thanks 
for their care of Him and of the Proteſtant Religion, and that that Prorogation was in favour to the 
Papiſts, whom the King looked upon to be his beſt Friends, 

I omitred this on purpoſe, becauſe T looked upon it to be one of their Jeſuirical Forgeries, whereby 
they thought tq encourage Proteſtants that were but weak Principled, to become thcir Profelyres, 
and alſo to animate and provoke to Rebellion againſt the Kings Sacred Perſon, and Eſtabliſhed Go- 
vernment all theſe Phanaticsl partyes, which = by their Buſy, Subtle, and Deviliſh Policies, have 
torn, rent and divided from our Communion. very {ad effe& thereof appears in Scotlaxd, I pray 
God grant that it may not be as a ſhower of Rain, to cauſe their Seeds of Rebellion to ſpring or grow 
up here in England. 

In my ſecond Diſcourſe, I left not ont any thing material, but his boaſting of the power of rheir 
Wealth, which Boyer expreſſed in theſe Words. Money is the Sinew and Strength of War, by 
that time we make our Attempt, we ſhall be well Furnithed with That; and having Money, we 
ſhall nor want Men? for there be many of the Common fort of People, that will Fight for him char 
will give them the moſt Mony, and beſure we will not ſtarve our Cauſe, 

Alſo in the latter end of Zan. 7%. Mary Boyer, Siſter to the ſaid Thomas Boyer Papiſt, being at 
my Houſe, with other Diſcourſes told me, That the King was very Sickly, and would nor live long, 
and then the Dyke of York will be King, ' and will ſet up our Religion. 

The ſaid Mary Boyer had before that time Contracted her ſelf with a Proteſtant Gentleman, but 
after her Brothers coming out of Sraffordſhire, and when ſhe did underſtand the Proteſtants were all 
to be deſtroyed, ſhe broke off with her Proteſtapt Lover, and gave him 15 /. and after ſhe did Mar- 
Ty with a Papiſt, whom vefore ſhe did very much deſpiſe.

between thee and all harm : Woodhouſe, what muſt I be under thy Prote&ion art thou to be ſo much | 


concerned in it: Boyer, I will raiſe a Troop of Horſe for the Duke of York : Mr. Woodhoſe not com- 
plying with him, nor yet giving him any Thanks for his proffer'd ProteRing of him, the ſaid Boyer be- 
ing riding along with, and being ſomething behind the ſaid Woodhoyſe, Boyer ſaid, God Damn me, Ro- 
bin, look to thy ſelf, for I will run thee through the Back: the ſaid Woodhouſe although he flighted 
his profler'd Prote&ion, yet took notice of his danger, and thereupon ſpurred his Mare which he did 
Tide upor, which received all the Wounds that was given in the Combatt, upon the receipt of which, 
ſhe ſtarted with ber Maſter out of danger, and being out of the ſame, he x his Sword to defend 
himſelf, and with as fair warning to his Old Friend and new Enemy, he ſaid, Now Boyer look to thy 
ſelf, my Sword is drawn as well as thine: which Words ſounded fo ſhrill in Mr, Bojers mans (fohn 
Marſhal atoreſaid) ears, that he did ride in between them, to part the Fray, which he did by dif- 
arming his Maſter, and by giving Mr. Woodhouſe good Words, who Woodhouſe did afterwards enter- 
rain thera both at his Houſe that Night ; bur all the Words that paſſed berween them before, Mr.

Thomas Boyer, a Papilt, ha4 beſpoke of him rea pair of Holtters tor Piſtols, ro which the ſaid Wood- 
houſe replyed, ſurely then be is going to raiſe the Troop of Horſe for the Duke of York, which be 
told me he would raiſe, and therewith declared the aforeſaid Diſcourſe b:tween Mr. Bojer and him+ 
ſelf ro them, who informed a Juſtice of the Peace, or Lord Biſhop of Hereford therewith, whereupon 
the ſaid Woodhoyſe was forced to Wirneſs the ſame ; an then afterwards (as it is before declared) 
in the Whitſun week, 1676. I went in with my Information, and then after har, the Juſtices bad ma- 
oy times met together upon the ſame Concern, the {aid Boyer was commirted to ef. ag there to re- 
main until the next great Aſſize: and We the Witneſles, Edward Price, Robert Woodhouſe, Gent. and 
Richard Greene were bound over to the ſame, to juſtity our Evideace in his Majeſties behalf againſt 
Mr. Boyer, before the Judge of the Afſize, ro which accordingly we all very diligently gave our At- 
tendance, But Judge W114: who rode that Circuit, called che {aid Boyer, and Jig not trouble himſelf 
as was expe&tedin a bufinefs of that weight) to examine either the Priſoner or the Witreſſes, bur rold 
im that he had read the Depoſitions againit him, and that therein he did find that he had ſpoke ve- 
y dangerous Words, and did very ſharply chide him,and cold him it did not become ſuch a cne as

Judge W:lde who went that Circuit at that Afſizes, never ſuffered any Witneſſes to be produced 
or examined againſt Captain Boyer (as is ſaid) but only ſaid he had read the Affidavirs, and ordered 
him to be bound to his Good Behaviour. Let it be examined by whoſe Order or Advice he ſuppref. 
ſed the evidence of ſo horrid a Maſlacre, its probable ſome of them in queſtion did contrive thu 
to Suppreſs this Diſcovery, their Names alſo who beſpoke the other Caſes of Holſters ſhould be in. 
quired, as probably Conſcious and agents in this Suppreſſion, 

Thar by this means Greenes Evidence being Suppreſſed, the Diſcovery which he deſigned upon hi 
Oath to make in the face of the County of a general Maſſacre of all Proteſtants, of what Profeſſion 
ſoever, and that univerſally over all the Kingdom to be made by the Papiſts Armed and Confpired 
together in that Plot, was Concealed in a great part, and the Papiſts thereby encouraged to go on e. 
ver fince more confidently and fiercely in their Plot both againſt the Kings Life, whoſe Death wa 
their Signal, and againſt all his Proteſtant Subje&s that were ro be Maſſacred thereupon, as far as the 
Papiſts Swords could reach, and thoſe whom the Maſlacre reach't not weakned thereby, were to be pur 
tued and cut off by War and Foreign Aſlſtance, under the Duke of Yorks Authority, 

In 7-ne 1678. about the 20th. day, alittle before the Pacliament was Prorogued Dr. Tonge attend. 
ing on the Parliament with ſome Propoſitions for ſuppretiing of Popery, and reliet of the Poor, hap 
pened accidentally into the Company of Richard Greene, with whom he entred ſome Diſcourſe abou 
promoting the Linnen Manufa@ure, and his, the Doors employing ſo many poor Women to Spin, # 
might find the ſaid Greene conftant Work, but found he had ſold his Loomes, and fled his Country for 
fear of the Papiſts. 

That upon this occaſion Greene related the whole Plot unto Dr. Tonge, and his Sufferings occafic. 
ned by the diſcovery thereof, and the accidental manner of his being brought for an Evidence againk 
his kind Kinſman and Landlord, and great confident by Mr. Woodhouſe. Then out of Compaſhon ty 
the ſaid Greene, and for encouragement of the like Diſcoverers and Diſcoveries for the future,Dr.T, 
adviſed the ſaid Greene to complain to the Parliament then ficting in a grand Commirtee for ſupp 
ſing of Popery, drew him a Petition and Articles out of his, che faid Greenes own information, and & 
rected him how to deliver ic, and leaſt by any accident he might miſcarry, wrote a note for him 
the Door keeper, to call out ſome worthy member to receive his Petition, and followed him himſelf

Dr. Tonge having laid this Foundation of a Diſcovery of this Plot, and brought it thus into Parlia- 
ment with one Witneſs yore to atteſt ir , he hoped that by the Wiſdom, Induſtry and Incelligence 
of that Honorable Houſe, upon examination of Greene and other two Witneſſes formerly ſworn, and of 
the rwo Thomas Boyers, Maſter and Servant forementioned, ſome effe&ual courſe might have been 
taken to prevent ſuch Bloody Deſigns of che Papiſts, as were then on foor, and ſuppreſs rhe growth of 
Popery for the future, and fo thereby to avoid the danger of ſuch Plots, Tumults and Maſlacres for the 
Ages to come, from which otherwiſe theſe Kingdoms can never be ſecured, as is now moſt manifeſt. 

N. B. This Captain Thomas Boyer harh fiance taken the Oath of Allegiance, &c, 

Albeit the Prorogation of the Parliament, which followed ſhortly after,did render this firſt Attempt of 
the DoQors producing this Plot into that High Court, and Propoſitions for Supprefling Popery incffe- 
Rual at that time; yet it much encouraged him in his Proceedings in the next Diſcovery, which he made 
ſhortly after, ia the latter end of f«ly 1678, by Mr, Oats's Papers, and relation of the ſame Univer- 
fal Maſſacre, in that he had given ſome Light of it to the Houſe of Commons before, and had ſome 
Evidence of the general Deſign, by the Teſtimony of Greene and others, whom be hoped to produce in 
Parliament, if he could by any means bring Mr. Oats's Papers into that High Court, and cauſed his 
Oath to be taken by Sir Edmund bury Godfrey for that purpoſe, in three ſeveral Depoſitions, ore of 
73 Articles, September 6th. and two of 81 Articles, September 28. 16; 8. that in Caſe he had failed 

Succeſs in the Privy Council, he might have one Copy at leaſt, to produce in Parltament. 

In the latter eny of December 1678. Richard Greene after he had been examined before the Secret 
Commitrtee of the Houſe of Commons, was ordered to go before Sir William Scroggs, the Lord Chief 
Juſtice and make Affidavit of the Trurh of his Information, the Tueſday following, that the Perſons 
Concerned, and the other Witneſſes might be ſent for, but the Parliament was Proxogued on the Mun- 
day, the day before that Tueſday appointed for his appearing before the Lord Chiet Juſtice, ſo thar 
this purpoſe was defeated, he remains yet either not fully examined, or not ſworn to his iafor- 
mation, and particularly not to the point of the Univerſal Maſſacre intended by the Papilts in the long 
receſs of Parliament in the Samamer 1676. 

That Dr.Tonge hath not beenable as yet, toprocure a Copy of the Affidavits or Examinations of Ri- 
chard Greene, Robert Woodhowſe, and the other Witneſſes caken in Herefordſhire before the Lord $} an- 
does, nor the Eranſcripr of them ſent upto the Privy Council as he deſired, and intreated the aſhit- 
ance of the Commitre therein, for the greater certainty of his Narrative of this Diſcovery, and the 
Confirmation of the Evidente, and the refutation of the Scandals raiſed againſt both bira and it.
